KEAVY SNOW 
BLOCKS MANY 
COUNTY ROADS 


Highways Are Opened 
A f t e r Seven-Inch 
. Snow Fall; Sleigh 
Bells Ring. 


Although a bright sun crept over 
snow-bound Adams county, its beams 
failed to convert much of the white 
mantle to w ater because the tempera­ 
ture hovered about the freezing mark 
and below. 
The 
.snowfall 
in 
Adams 
county 
was between six and seven inches, and 
fell on a precipitation of about four 
inches, the rem ains of a seven-inch 
fall ten day’s ago. 
While all 
main 
highways on the 
state’s snow removal program were 
open today, country roads were little 
short of impassable, and many rural 
residents wert* reported snow-bound. 
Rural mail carriers in many places 
were compelled to 
curtail their de­ 
liveries by 
the huge 
piles of snow, 
most of them caused by drifting since 
the m iniature blizzard ended. 
Sleighs Put To Use 
Adams county 
received only the 
tail-end of the storm, which spent its 
fury in states north of Pennsylvania. 
New’ England states were particularly 
hard hit by the storm which rose to 
blizzard proportions there. 
In the rural districts, and to some 
extent locally, sleighs were the only 
means of transportation and “cutters,” . 
“bob sleds” and “biocides,” their bells 
tinkling m errily, were fam iliar sights ] 
in Gettysburg. 
Local streets are covered with a 
hard-packed surface of snow, render-

ing 
automobile 
travel 
exceedingly 
dangerous, because of the slippery 
surface. 
Automobiles equipped with , 
chains were the only cars which could J 
safely navigate here, and many cars 
heel aaa stalled in snow’ , banks along 
cuffed, reef Wheels spinning and ch u m - j 
ing hopelessly, in

to 
m o n the machines.

Adams County Baby Beef Club, the 
agricultural extension association of 
Cumberland county, P. L. Edinger, 
county agent, today announced that 
a baby beef club will be sponsored in 
that county this year. 
The activity 
will be conducted along the lines fol- 
lowed during the year by the Adams 
county club, it is announced. 
Four residents of the lower end 
of Cumberland county 
have 
been 
named by President A. L. Bierbower 
to form the club. 
They are H. B. 
Mark ley and Jacob Kline, both of Me­ 
chanicsburg, and George Wrightstone 
and R. P. Bretz, both of East Penns­ 
boro township. 
“The results achieved by the Adams 
county youngsters with their Hereford 
baby beeves are especially encourag­ 
ing,” County Agent Edinger saki to­ 
day, “in view of the fact that Cum­ 
berland county will have such a club 
this year.” 
“ Baby 
beeves 
have 
demonstrated that they afford an eco­ 
nomical and profitable m arket for 
grain and hay,” he pointed out. 
The forty-nine calves in the Adams 
county exhibit at the state show were 
sold for an average price of $13.48 
per hundred pounds, the total received 
being $5,969.54. 
The 
total 
weight 
was 44,282 
pounds, o r an a v e ra g e 
weight of 903 pounds. 
The average 
daily gain was 1.73 pounds per calf. 
The average total gain during the 
250-day 
feeding 
period 
was 
435 
pounds. 
Most of the Adams county 
club members pastured the animals 
from May until August, supplement­ 
ing with a gradual increase in grain. 
The average total feed 
cost 
was 
$44.73. 
All but two members at the 
roundup last month had made a prof­ 
it above feed cost regardless of prize 
money awarded at the show.

Sloane, secretary of the local Com­ 
merce organization, as “satisfactory,” 
adding that final decision on whether 
Gettysburg will he able to meet the 
requirements of the concern will be 
made by the directorate of the Cham­ 
ber of Comme rec. 
W ant Plant Here 
The Baltimore concern seems high­ 
ly pleased with the idea of locating 
in Gettysburg, according
